Requirements 


An attempt to have the Pro- 
vincial House, urge the Dom.{to 
relax egg-grading and candling 
restrictions failed in the Legis- 
Inture Wednesday. The folluw- 
ing are the ehief requirements 
of this Act:

Men are sometimes heard to grumble because they have to work hard to 
make a living for themselves and families, but the man who makes the most 
bitter complaint is the one who is out of worrk, is anxious to work, and can. 
nol obtain employment. Not “hard work,” but “out of work” is the real 
tragedy of life. 

The greatest problem confronting the Government and people of Great 
Britain today is lack’ of employment, resulting in a milion or more men living 
in idleness. The most serious side of this unfortunate situation, however, is 
nol the loss of productive wealth Ww hich this army of potential workers might 
be creating; it is not the financial drain imposed on the Government and 
charitable organizations in providing a bare living for these men and their 
families; it is not even the amount of hardship and suffering which may be 
entailed. ‘The really serious thing is the effect on the characters and ‘morale 
of these men forced to live in idleness, and on young childrem who lack suffi- 
cient nourishment to develop strong bodies. , 

Because many cannot obtain work, and the Government was forced to 
provide a system of doles in order that these people might live, there has 
been a decidid lowering in the morale of many, with the result that as time 
has passed thousands have become discouraged, indifferent and shiftless, and 
have reached. that frame of mind where they no longer want work and are 
quite content to drift along indefinitely subsisting on Government doles and 
charity. 

Prevailing conditions give added testimony to the tiuth of the old saying | ¢ 
that Satan finds mischief for idle hands to do, Communism and Bolshevistic 
doctrines are openly preached in England and the gospel of a workless world 
taught. ‘Many of those who are at work are ready to strike on the slightest 
provocation, notwithstanding the fact of thousands already out of employment. 
Others are slackers on their jobs and deliberately refrain from performing 
a fair day’s work. ‘The result is that Great Britain is having diMfieulty in re- 
gaining its old pre-war eminence in world manufacturing and commerce, and, 
as-a result, indust cannot provide the volume of employment that would 
otherwise be the Case

Want Millions of Soldiers to Take to 
Field at Short Notice 

Since taking over command of the 
Red army from Trotzky, War Minister 
Fruenz has been warning Russia 
against danger of attack from Euro- 
pean powers und urging an increase

Speaking -before a conference of 
Communist members of the army, 
the new war chief said the present 
strength of the organization, 662,500 
men, was insufficient for mobilization 
purposes in the event of attack.

An announcement has been made 
that a fruit grower In Quebec has a 
Fameuse apple tree which In 1923 pro- 
duced apples which were a solid block 
of edible flesh, without seeds and with- 
out core, It is sald that specimens 
of these apples have been submitted 
to the North American Pomological 
Society and the official horticulturist 
for the Dominion Of Canada, so it Is 
evident that at last the almost core- 
less apple has been produced. So 
far as can be ascertained, the core 
proper has been reduced to a thin line 
which runs dowf from the eye to the 
stem—tho rest is edible flesh. 

No credit can be given to anyone for 
securing this achievement. It is one 
of those freaks that occasionally oc- 
cur in Nature. In the present ecase— 
presumably in the ealy stages—~an 
ordinary Fameuge apple tree, in grow- 
ing by cell division, developed a 
branch In which the capacity for pro- 
ducing the core in apples was very 
weak—-so weak, in fact, that the ap- 
ples are almost coreless. lxternally 
the apples are similar to Fameuse 
they aré, in fact, “freaks” 
of SR GHAC.

CanadiaNs-Are Small Newsprint Con- 
Sumers Compared to the United 
States 

Comparison of consumption of news- 
print In Canada with that of the Unit- 
ed States brings out some interesting 
information, and has a bearing spon 
the use being made of Canada’s pulp- 
wood forests, says the Natural Re- 
sources Intelligence Service of the 
Department of the Interior. 

Last year Canada produced 1,352,994 
tons of newsprint, of which 1,219,384 
tons was exported principally te the 
United States. Canada used only 
132,610 tons. 

The United States produced 1,471,- 
000 tons of newsprint and imported 
1,192,699 tons from Canada and 156,060 
tons from European countries. Eex- 
ports amounted to about 17,600 tons, 
making a,total amount available for 
consumption of 2,800,000.- 

Canada has, according to the latest 
newspaper directory, 114 daily papers, 
with a total average daily circulation 
of 1,646,000 copie With a popula- 
tion of 8,755,858, as shown by the last 
census, this gives a daily newspaper 
for every 6.1 of the population, 

Tho United Siates has 2,800 daily 
papers, with an estimated aggregate 
dally cirewlation of 33,000,000 coptes. 
On the basis of the population figures 
of the 1920 census, 105,711,000, a daily 
newspaper is provided for every 3.2 of 
the population, ° 

Per capita “consumption of news- 
print also shows a much higher rate 
in the United States as compared with 
Canada. In 1924, using census figures 
of population, the Canadian consump 
tion of newsprint was 30.3 pounds, as 
| compared with 53 pounds in Ut Unit 
jed States. This greater per caplta 
consumption can be aceounted— for 
largely by the larger number of pages 
contained in-the United States metro- 
}politun dailies United States news 
with clreulation in excess of 
average 28 pages in daily edi- 
{tions and 103 pages in Sunday edt- 
tlons, In Canada the average size of 
daily papers would not exceed sixteen 
| pages, although in the larger cities 
this is considerably exceeded. 

Thus it will be seen that we have 
fewer daily papers per capita, our pa- 
pera are of small size, and our con- 
sumption of newsprint is less, yet last 
year we came within 118,000 tons of 
equalling United States production. In 
addiiion to the 1,192,699 tons of news- 
print we supplied to take care of thelr

Butter and Cheese Exports 


Heavier Exports From Canada of Both 
Butter and Cheese 

Ty the News Letter of the dairy and 
cold storage branch at Ottawa it is as- 
certained that during 1924, 22,843,939 
Ibs. of butter yalued at $8,000,512, were 
exported from Canada compared with 
13.173,711 ibs. valued at $4,905,608 in 
1923; also that 121,456,600 lbs. of 
cheese valued at $22,575,787 were ex- 
ported in 1924 compared with 116,201,- 
900 Ibs. valued at $23,445,401 in 1923 
It will be seen that exportations of | 
butter last vear exceeded those of the 
year before by 9,170,228 lbs. and of 
cheese by 5,263,700 lbs. About thirty 
per cent. of the butter in 1924 and 80 
per cent, of the cheese went to the 
United Kingdom.

Puddling the roots is an ancient and 
all-important practice in tree planting 
that is often more honored in the 
breach than in the observance, and it 
is well to remember that just as soon 
as the bale of trees arrives from the 
nursery it should be opened out and 
the roots dipped in a thick puddle of 
mud and water. This keeps them 
moist and in good condition till they 
are planted in their permanent situa- 
tion. The puddle can be made in a 
hole in the ground or in a pall. If 
it is not convenient to plant the trees 
right away, i.c., for a day or two, they 
should be puddled and heeled in the 
ground till they can be planted. Teel- 
ing in is a simple matter. A trench 
is opened large enought to hold the 
roots comfortably. It should also be 
deep enough—too often it 4s far too 
shallow. The roots of the puddled 
plants are laid in this singly, Dut close 
together and covered well with soil, 
which should be tramped firmly about 
the roots, a most important matter in 
a dry country. Many plants get their 
death sentences from faulty heeling 
in. 

Treated in this way they will keep 
for a week or two. At planting timo 
they should be puddled again as soon 
taken from the trench, 
The hole should be larger than the 


spread of the roots, and deep cnough 
for the tree to be about two inches 
deeper than it was before lifting. 
Spread the roots out comfortably, it 


nece ry, making a special mound 
for them in the’ bottom of the hole. 
As the earth is thrown in, the tree 
should be shaken up and down in the 


hole to allow the fine soil particles ta 


| settle closely round the fine rootlets. 


When it is-about two-thirds full, tramp 
it down, then fill in the balance of the 
hole level with the ground, and tramp 
firmly again, leaving a shallow basin 
about two inches deep around the tree. 
Fill this full of water and allow it to 
soak away, after which fill again with 
watgr. After the second soakéng, 
throw in the rest of the soil and leave 
it loose on the surface, If the ground 
is very dry, a third watering may bo 
given, but it should be observed thero 
must be no _ watering followed by 
tramping of the ground. Fill the hole 
full first, then water. 

A little common sense goes a long 
way in the planting of trees. Treat 
them like living things unable to look 
after themselves. Study their re- 
quirements a little before you plant, 
and there should be no difficulties 
about the growing if they are alive.

Design New Dirigible 


Making Airships» Faster and More 
Adaptable For Long Distance 
Fights ‘ 

Innovation in dirigible designs, mak- 
ing the airships faster and safer and 
more feasible for long distance flights | 
have been submitted to the British | 
Government, says the Press Assocla- 
tion. It quotes experts as saying it 
would be possible with the new ships 
fo make the journey to New Zealand 
in nine days 

The new designs, it is explained, eli- 
minate the gondolas with the execep- 
| tion of those carrying the motors, thus 
reducing resistance. They provide 
‘space for the pilot and navigating 
jToom in the ship's skeleton,” This 1s 
declared to insure a considerable in- 
(crease in the range of the flight as 
proved by experiments carried on by 
the national physical laboratory. 
| The new type of dirigible is credited 
to Commander C. D, Burney, Member 
of Parliament, director of the Airship 
Guarantee Company, with which the 
MacDonald Government placed an ord- 
er for a ship of 5,000,000 cubic feet 
capacity, and to Chic’ Designer B, N. 
Wallis, who worked out a new. type} 
‘of mooring mast. 

The new mast is described as hav- 
ing enormous arms, extending hori- 
zontally, into which the ship’s nose 
fits when moored. Along one of} 
these arms the passengers who as- 
leona by an elevator, pass over a gang-
